The high waters of Southeast Mis­ 
souri took toll of two of our respect­ 
ed citizens Saturday afternoon when 
Alfred Inman 
and 
Robert 
Minner 
were drowned in the back waters, one 
mile south and one and a half miles 
ast of Matthews. 
Mr. Inman lived 
within a few hundred yards of w'here 
he met his death while Bob 
Minner 
lived with his wife and four 
small 
hildren at McMullin, north of Sik- 
ston. 
Inman was farming part 
of 
the C. F. McMullin estate nearby and 
Bob Minner, as the 
McMullin 
land 
verseer was there to look out 
for 
corn and other interests of the estate. 
As near as facts could be learned, 
these two men started from the high 
ground in a gasoline launch 
shortly 
fter 3:00 o’clock to place some sand 
bags on a bridge crossing a ditch to 
keep the bridge from floating away. 
Mr. Inman’s watch stopped at 3:45 
so it must have been about that time 
that they were throwm into the water. 
It is not known what caused 
the 
boat to sink, unless that it ran over 
submerged stump or log that caus- 
the accident. 
When the men fail­ 
ed to return by 7:00 p. m., a search 
as made and a 5-gallon can that was 
in the boat was found, but no trace 
of the boat or men.

These Gwinnett 
County 
families 
average five 
persons 
each. 
Their 
cash income 
was 
supplemented 
by 
food, fuel and shelter from the farm, 
estimated to be worth $396 per fam ­ 
ily. 
Out of their net 
cash 
income 
they had#to pay ordinary living ex­ 
penses. Their actual outlay for fam­ 
ily living average only 
$291. 
This 
left $133 to apply on their debts 
or 
to add to their capital. 
Most of these farm ers are tenants, 
although farms are low in value. The 
prevalence of tenancy is 
attributed 
mainly to the fact that men usually 
start farming that way at an 
early

At last we was goin’ in­ 
to Yankee country. 
“Well, sir, we crossed the Potomac,

fellows flock to join us. 
Plenty 
of 
southerners there, if the state didn’t 
secede. And Yankees, too. When we 
got to Sharpsburg the home guards 
turned 
out to stop us. 
Marse Rob­ 
ert gave them one round 
of 
grape 
and you should have seed the home 
guards run. 
I expect some of them 
is runnin’ 
yet. 
They 
flew 
out of 
Sharpsburg 
with 
their 
coat 
tails 
standin’ straight. 
And on we went, 
happy as could be, ’cause it seemed 
like the war was 
goin’ 
to be 
won 
right there. 
The enemy sure was in 
a pow’ful panic. 
Reports everywhere 
said they was diggin’ trenches aroun’ 
Washington, with the 
army 
cornin’ 
behin us steppin’ fast. 
“Then we got into Pennsylvania, 
away up north, and 
Marse 
Robert 
gives orders everything is to be paid 
for. No levying on citizens, no burn- 
in’, no mistreatment. 
And he meant 
it; yes, sir, he did. 
Never treated a 
Yankee the way old Sherman did our 
folks. 
We was polite to

Newstead Abbey, the home of Lord 
Byron, is to be made into an apart­ 
ment house. 
This ancient 
structure 
was once a monastery, 
founded 
by 
Henry II, w'ho was seeking expiation 
for the murder of Thomas a Becket, 
and inhabited by friars of 
the 
St. 
Augustine order. 
It was taken from 
the friars by Henry VIII in 1539 and 
in the next year given to Sir John 
Byron, steward of Manchester 
and 
Rochdale and lieutenant of Sherwood 
Forest. 
The Byron family was awarded a 
baronial title and Newstead was stor­ 
ed in treasurers and kept 
in glory 
until the time of the fifth Lord By­ 
ron, the poet’s great-uncle, known as 
the wicked Lord Byron. 
In 1765 this 
unlucky nobleman lost 
public favor 
through slaying a neighbor in a duel 
and Newstead started on 
a downhill 
path. 
The estate came into the pos 
session of the poet ip 1798 and was 
such a state of decay that he and 
his mother were forced to take resi 
dence in Nottingham. The poet, who 
was the sixth Lord Byron, used it as 
a place of residence only during 1808 
and 1809, and sold it to Colonel Wild- 
man, a schoolfellow 
of Byron’s 
in 
1818. Col. Wildman restored the ab­ 
bey to much of its former grandeur, 
preserving in it many Byron relics.

This ancient 
structure 
was once a monastery, 
founded 
by 
Henry II, who was seeking expiation 
i*or the m urder of Thomas a Becket, 
and inhabited by friars 
of 
the 
St 
Augustine order. 
It was taken from 
the friars by Henry VIII in 1539 and 
in the next year given 
to Sir 
John 
Byron, stew ard of Manchester 
and 
Rochdale and lieutenant of Sherwood 
Forest. 
The Byron family was awarded a 
baronial title and Newstead was sto r­ 
ed in treasurers and kept 
in glory 
until the time of the fifth Lord By­ 
ron, the poet’s great-uncle, known as 
the wicked I*>rd Byron. 
In 1765 this 
unlucky nobleman lost 
public favor 
through slaying a neighbor in a duel 
and Newstead started on 
a downhill 
path. 
The estate came into the pos­ 
session of the poet iji 1798 and was 
in such a state of decay that he and 
his mother were forced to take resi-] 
dence in Nottingham. The poet, who I 
was the sixth Lord Byron, used it as 
a place of residence only during 1808 
and 1809, and sold it to Colonel Wild-
